REMARKS: 



Claims 21-122 were pending in the application. Applicant has cancelled claims 47-122. 
Accordingly, claims 21-46 remain pending in the application. 

The Examiner rejected claims 21-122 for multiplicity, citing MPEP § 2173.05(n) and 
indicating that claims 21-46 sufficiently define Applicant's invention. While Applicant 
respectfully traverses the multiplicity rejection, Applicant has nevertheless cancelled claims 47- 
122 as suggested by the Examiner. Applicant, of course, reserves the right to prosecute these 
claims in a future continuation application. Given the present amendment, Applicant submits 
that the pending multiplicity rejection has been overcome.
